COVER PICTURE 

The Hebrew word erez, invariably 
rendered “cedar” by the Authorized 
Version, stands for that tree in most 
of the passages where the word occurs. 
While the word is sometimes used in 
a wider sense, Lev. 14:6, “As for the 
living bird, he shall take it, and the 
cedar wood, and the scarlet, and the 
hyssop, and shall dip them and the 
living bird in the blood of the bird 
that was killed over the running 
water,” for evergreen, cone-bearing 
trees, generally the cedar of Lebanon 
(Cedrus libani) is intended. 1 Kings 
7:2, “He built also the house of the 
forest of Lebanon; the length thereof 
was a hundred cybits, and the breadth 
thereof fifty cubits, and the height 
thereof thirty cubits, upon four rows 
of cedar pillars, with cedar beams 
upon the pillars.” 1 Kings 10:27, “And 
the king made silver to be in Jerusa- 
lem as stones, and cedars made he to 
be as the sycomore trees that are in 
the vale, for abundance.” Psalm 92:12, 
“The righteous shall flourish like the 
palm tree: he shall grow like a cedar 
in Lebanon.” Song of Solomon 5:15, 
“His legs are as pillars of marble, set 
upon sockets of fine gold: his counte- 
nance is as Lebanon, excellent as the 
cedars.” Isaiah 2:13, “And upon all 
the cedars of Lebanon, that are high 
and lifted up, and upon all the oaks 
of Bashan.” Ezek. 31:3-6, “Behold, the 
Assyrian was a cedar in Lebanon with 
fair branches, and with a shadowing 
shroud, and of a high stature; and 
his top was among the thick boughs. 
The waters made him great, the deep 
set him up on high with her rivers 
running round about his plants, and 
sent out her little rivers unto all the 
trees of the field. Therefore his height 
was exalted above all the trees of the 
field, and his branches became long 
because of the multitude of waters, 
when he shot forth. All the fowls of 
heaven made their nests in his boughs, 
and under his branches did all the 





beasts of the field bring forth thej 
young, and under his shadow dye 
all great nations.” 

The wood is of a reddish color, 9 
bitter taste and aromatic odor, offer 
sive to insects, and very durable. h 
cedar is a type of the Christian, pei, 
evergreen, beautiful, aromatic, wige. 
spreading, slow-growing, _long-liye 
and having many uses. As far as js 
present known, the cedar of Lebanoj 
is confined in Syria to one valley 
the Lebanon range, viz., that of th 
Kedisha River, which flows from ne, 
the highest point of the range west 
ward to the Mediterranean, and ente 
the sea at the port of Tripoli. Th 
grove is at the very upper part of th 
valley, about fifteen miles from th 
sea, 6,500 feet above that level, anf 
its position is moreover above tha 
of all other arboreous vegetation. D 
Leo Auderlind speaks of three group 
which he visited in 1884. The famou 
B’Sherreh grove is three quarters of 
mile in circumference, and contain 
about 400 trees, young and old. Per 
haps a dozen of these are very old 
The greatest height of any of th 
trees, he says, is about eighty-tw 
feet; the majority are between forty 
six and seventy-two feet. Some ex 
ceed fifty feet in girth.

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How to Be Happy and Live a 
Successtul Christian Life m 1949

(This New Year’s message was pre- 
sented, Sunday morning, January 2, 
through the Kenton County Min- 
isterial Association, over Radio Sta- 
tion WCPO, Cincinnati, Ohio.) 


As we stand on the threshold of 
1949, our minds are filled with many 
questions relative to the future of 
nations as well as individuals. As we 
attempt to gaze into the future, even 
the most penetrating vision and men 
with brilliant minds fall short because 
the future is shrouded by mysteries. It 
will necessitate the gradual process 
of time and developments to reveal 
and unfold the events of the new year. 
However, beyond the realm of spec- 
ulation we may be assured of one 
thing; that is, people will crave to be 
happy. Thousands and thousands of 
dollars will be spent this year in the 
pursuit of happiness. But, my friends, 
happiness doesn’t always depend on 
outward conditions; it depends great- 
ly, however, on inward conditions. A 
person could behold the _ surging 
waters of the great Niagara Falls, view 
with amazement the Carlsbad Cavern, 
visit the flower gardens and the 
beauty spots of the world, and still 
be very unhappy. Happiness is some- 
thing which many do not have, yet all 
people of all nations do earnestly seek 
for it. 

In the work of my profession, a 
minister of the gospel, I have heard 
many, many stories of unhappiness. 
A man in West Virginia confessed to 
me that he killed another man be- 
cause he defiled the sanctity of his 
home. A woman wept because her 
husband drank intoxicants and beat 
her severely. A little girl cried because 
her father beat her continually for 
her attending church services. On and 
on there are stories of woe and unhap- 
piness. In the beginning, however, 
these things were not intended. When 
God formed man of the dust of the 
earth, breathed into his face life, He 
made man to be good. He made man 
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to be happy. Man is the crowning cre- 
ation of a holy God. God made man 
a worshiping being but not a being 
to be worshiped. But man sinned. He 
transgressed the law of God. Man be- 
came a sinner. The subsequent re- 
sults of that sin, even though it was 
committed centuries ago, finds con- 
tinual expression in the many penal 
institutions, brothel houses, and 
graveyards. 

Man has made tremendous strides, 
in many directions, since the dawn 
of the human family. He has discov- 
ered how to give wings to his work 
and sail abové the clouds. He can but 
whisper and be heard around the 
world. The air is filled with his speech 
and music. Through his power the 
world has shrunken and bows before 
him. He can convert swamps into 
mighty cities and blast them into bits 
at pleasure. MAN, THOU ART 
GREAT! Admire him for his greatness 
and his ingenuity. Be moved by his 
wisdom and his stupidity. Weep over 
his pathetic plight, his misery, and 
unhappiness, which sin has brought 
down on his head. 

Considering the forces which man 
has at his disposal, we think, “Man, 
why aren’t you happy? What has 
marred your happiness? What is the 
root of your unhappiness?” Then we 
analyze his situation. We consider his 
relationship with God. It is then we 
begin to understand. God made the 
fish to swim in the water; the birds to 
perch in the trees and fly through the 
air. Reverse the order. Put the bird 
in the water, the fish in the air; the 
results will be death for both. You 
may ask, “But what has this to do 
with man?” Simply this. Man seeks to 
live his life independently of God. This 
is a fatal impossibility. Man has the 
know-how to build powerful machin- 
ery, but to be happy, he must be wil- 
ling to bow his proud heart before 
God in humility. 


If you really desire to be happy this

Jeremiah 18:1-6 


A yielded life to God is a life lived 
so close to His presence that you know 
His will and humbly and willingly do 
it although you know it will mean 
suffering on your part, whether in 
body, soul, mind, or spirit. The reason 
some can gladly yield to God’s plan 
is, because in the severest suffering 
with Christ, deep down in their souls 
there is a great joy—a joy which can 
be obtained in no other way nor under 
any other circumstance, a joy which 
comes from the consolation that you 
suffer not in vain, for you have that 
within you which tells you of a vic- 
tory that lies ahead. In no way are we 
enabled to know Christ in the fellow- 
ship of His sufferings except to live 
that submissive life to God. 

It is one thing to be in the divine 
will of God and another to be in the 
permissive will of God; it is an awful 
thing to be out of the will of God. You 
may ask, “How do we get into the will 
of God?” The first thing to do to get 
into the will of God is to draw nigh 
unto God and He will draw nigh unto 


"you, then consecrate your life to His 


purpose and plan for you, and oh, 
what peace, joy and fellowship there 
is when you attain the perfect will! 

The reason many people never reach 
the perfect will of God is because 
they never consecrate their lives or 


talents. They draw near to God, that 
is true, but they stop there. They are 
not willing to pay the price God asks 
of them to have His perfect favor. 
They go along satisfied to skim over 
the surface of spiritual things and 
receive a vague idea of the sufferings 
of Christ, persecutions, etc., with no 
knowledge of the deeper spiritual 
things of God.

Will they be like the 
chaff, blown away by the wind? God 
deals and deals with them, trying to 
persuade them over and over to be 
more like Him, but blindly they go 
on fighting against His Spirit instead 
of yielding to it. It is a sad state, but 
there is only one conclusion, “He, that 
being often reproved hardeneth his 
neck, shall suddenly be destroyed, and 
that without remedy,” Prov. 29:1.

Satan, the same devil that hinders 
le cause Of God by misapplying and 
isely interpreting the snake-han- 
ling question, tried the same trick on 
sus Christ. He found a scripture 
hich said, “He shall give His angels 
targe over thee, to keep thee; and 
m their hands they shall bear thee 
y, lest at any time thou dash thy 
ot against a stone.” The devil took 
tus to the pinnacle of the Temple, 
ying, “If thou be the Son of God, 
thyself down from hence,” and 
lited God’s promise of His angels 
)bear Him up to keep Him from 
ting hurt. But Jesus was wise enough 
bknow that a willful indulgence in 
mat which was sure to injure Him 
tld be tempting God, and He un- 
sitatingly told the devil that it is 
80 written, “Thou shalt not tempt 
ke Lord thy God.” A promise of divine 
and protection does not entitle 
‘toa right to tempt God by imposing 
bn Him unnecessary responsibilities. 
God promised, also, that man would 
the boss and have dominion over 
icreatures of His creation, but that 
sn’t mean that I can walk 
thout fear into a den of lions and 
Mpect God to protect me from injury; 
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no, not one bit more than I can re- 
main in the rain and expect God to 
keep me from getting wet. 

Jesus emphasized salvation and 
healing, Christian love and service. 
Some people emphasize snake-han- 
dling. It is their “hobbyhorse” and 
they ride it seven days a week. They 
like snake-handling so well that they 
eat that for breakfast, dinnerandsup- 
per. Yes, and they rejoice in that they 
are able to handle snakes. Seldom, 
if ever, do we hear of any healings. 
When considering the size of the de- 
nomination of followers, one is con- 
vinced that there aren’t many being 
saved by their efforts. Salvation is 
not so important to them as their 
handling of serpents. 

Jesus sent out seventy men to 
preach the gospel, heal the sick, cast 
out devils, give sight to the blind and 
speech to the dumb, and even spoke 
of giving life to the dead. At such a 
time, their doing those things in the 
name of Jesus meant perils and dan- 
gers innumerable, but Jesus promised 
divine protection. He soon saw their 
return, whereupon they rejoiced, say-

ing, “Lord, even the devils are sub- 
ject to us through thy name.” He 
replied, “I beheld Satan as lightning 
fall from heaven. Behold I give unto 
you power to tread on serpents and 
scorpions, and over all the power of 
the enemy: and nothing shall by any 
means hurt you. Notwithstanding in 
this rejoice not, that the spirits are 
subject unto you; but rather rejoice, 
because your names are written in 
heaven.” Here again, the marginal 
reference takes us to Acts 28:5 where 
Paul was given power to escape injury 
by his being accidentally bitten by 
the viper while placing wood on the 
fire. That experience of Paul’s is the 
only Bible account of the fulfillment 
of the scriptural quotation “they shall 
take up serpents,” and treading on 
serpents and scorpions. 

I declare without fear that the pres- 
ent doctrine and system of snake- 
handling, as practiced by people over 
the country, is an insult to God, a 
reproach to the cause of Christ, a 
burden to the hearts and lives of real 
Christians who must suffer the re- 
proach for the things practiced by 
people who are without knowledge of 
the Bible’s true meaning’ on the sub- 
ject of handling serpents. “In this 





rejoice not,” said Jesus, but snake- 
handlers do rejoice in their snake- 
handling. 

You ask, “Don’t you believe in 
snake-handling?” Yes, I believe God 
has promised divine protection from 
swelling, death, harm, and injury in 
the handling of serpents, provided 
God causes and brings about the ex- 
perience to one of His followers for 
God’s own purpose and glory; but I 
do not believe in the modern system 
and method of practice. I challenge 
the followers of this wind of doctrine 
to prove by the Bible that the present 
system and method of conduct in the 
the ranks of the followers of snake- 
handling is Biblical and right. I chal- 
lenge them to prove that it is for God’s 
glory, the salvation of souls, the prog- 
ress of the work of Christ, or that it 
has any points of advantage what- 
soever, so long as it is conducted in the 
way they do. 

I conclude by saying that I am not 
against the snake-handlers, but 
against the error of their ways. I love 
their souls. I am for them, but against 
error. I desire to help, not hinder. I 
want to be a blessing, not a curse. 
Again I say, God’s promises of divine 
protection and care are conditional 
promises. He said He would go with us 
always, even to the end of the world, 
but He did not obligate Himself to go 
with us into places and in the doing 
of things that He has commanded us 
to stay out of and not do. He promised 
overcoming grace for every tempta- 
tion, but also told us to “shun the 
very appearance of evil.” We have 
our part to perform. 

In the 3d chapter of Genesis we 
we have an account of the fall of man 
and the part the serpent played in the 
deception and fall. The serpent was 
devil-possessed, and the devil through 
the serpent beguiled, deceived, and 
lied to Eve, and caused her to lose 
her position of favor with God. Fol- 
lowing the fall, God pronounced a 
curse upon the serpent, putting en- 
mity between it and the woman, and 
between its seed and her seed. He said 
man would bruise the serpent’s head, 
and the serpent would bruise man’s 
heel. I’ve always felt that enmity be- 
tween me and the serpent. I’m its en- 
emy. It is my enemy. It will bite me. I 

will kill it. God placed that enmity be- 
tween us, and I am a snake-killer 
not a snake-handler. I shall bruise its 
head until it is dead, dead, dead! If 
it gets me at all, I hope it will be by 
the heel—not the nose, face, neck, or 
hands.

Christ and the gospel, I protest the 
inhuman slaying of innocent women 
and children.” 

“T had not the slightest idea that 
those words would stay the hands of 
the Nazi soldiers,” he said. “I had no 
thought that they would heed a plea 
in the name of Christ. 

“But they did, and that’s the 
miracle.” 

Another “Miracle” 

The second miracle, he said, oc- 
curred a few minutes after the first. 

As the twelve reprieved sat around 
in a circle in the meadow, there came 
a fusillade of shots from two different 
directions. 

They were caught between two fir- 
ing lines. French resistance forces had 
circled around and were shooting at 
them, taking them for Nazis. The 
Germans who were about to be sur- 
rounded were shooting across them at 
the French troops. 

One of the little band of survivors 
was wounded seriously and five others 
suffered minor wounds. 

All Twelve Escape 

About that time, German rein- 
forcements arrived and the fighting 
broke out in earnest. During the five- 
hour battle, the twelve crawled into 
a near by wooded area and escaped. 

Today, Steinschneider is using his 
“two miracles” in his preaching at the 
Atkinson Memorial Presbyterian 
Church in Morgan City. 

The young minister is in the United 
States for three years to get his doctor 
of divinity degree at Princeton. He 
plans to serve as pastor of the Morgan 
City church until some time next 
month. Then he is going on to 
Princeton. 

He knows German because he was 
Vienna-born. Steinschneider was on a 
religious call to one of the 300 families 
in his care in LaSalle, France, his first 
pastorate, when the Nazis stormed in. 
They put the whole family wnder 
arrest, including the visiting clergy- 
man. They didn’t know he was a min- 
ister—they didn’t ask. That’s how he 
got before the firing squad in the 
first place.

God may let us go on for a while in 
His permissive will, but unless we 
make a complete surrender to Him, 
He will allow us to awake and find 
ourselves slipping, slipping, and slid- 
ing out of His will completely—and to 
backslide with the idea of finding 
favor with Him again is a very foolish 
risk to run, as was Saul’s case, who 
at one time had the favors of God 
upon His life, but due to his lack of 
obedience died without the favor or 

mercy of the Almighty.
